EUROPEAN AFFAIRS. 

Tbe European now a broaght by tho Pacific, 
nltuougb highly important, was neverliieles* 
by no means unexpected The failure of the 
Conference is what we have all along pre- 
dicted. Ou the "ill of June the final meeting 
of this diplomatic bedy took place, and was 
of a purely formal character. Hostilities re- 
commenced on the 26ih by nn attaok of the 
Germans, under Marshal Wrangcl, On Alsen. 
By the latest intelligence, which is up to 
the 3d instant, we see that this stronghold 
has been captured ; but neither the date nor 
the circumstances are ^iven. Tho position 
of Bffairs is worse now than il there had been 
do Conference held. Denmark has been 
placed in a more helpless condition, and the 
dignity ol the Western Powers has been 
sadly humiliated. There are but two courses 
open for France and England — oilher to wit,- 
ness in silence- the disruption of the Danish 
Kingdom, or employ lha last argument ol 
kings, and compel the Germans to recede 
from their p.isitiou, and respect, what they 
preiended lo do in tho o«jtsei, the integrity ol 
the Danish monarchy. The claims of Prus 
sia and her allies before tho Conference we 
have already puuluhed. Tho amonnt which 
they claimed as indemnity for the expenses 
of the war was £'J. 200,000. Now, however, 
that diplomacy has fuded, and the German 
hosti are masters of the situation, there 
will ho uo limit to the demands, 
and the existence of Denmark ns a 
separate nationality may be almost 
looked upon as a thing ot the past. 
Should, howovcr, England at the last mo- 
ment stir up the adamantine Sphinx of 
France to action, there is still hope. It is 
said that Sweden, who has hitherto, through 
either selfishness or fear, left Denmark to 
work out her own salvation, "is now notonly 
sending crowds of volunteers to Denmark, 
but a Swedish squedron of nine men- 
of-war and six gun-boats is collecting at 
Gothenburg, and would bo ready to sail at 
the expiration of the armistice. Moreover, 
it is asserted that the King of Sweden has 
addressed an autograph letter lo tho King of 
Denmnrk, in which he proposes tho forma- 
tion of n confederacy, consisting of Sweden, 
Norway and Denmark, the latter so far as its 
dominions may reach after the amputation, 
which must bo shortly expected. A joint 
Parliament is to decide on questions of 
foreign affairs, and regulate military and 
naval matters. It is alio proposed, by means 
of a marriage between tho Crown Prince of 
Denmark and Princess Louiso of Sweden tn 
facilitate tho blending of the two dynasties 
into one, on which basis, the King of Den- 
mark has already entered into negotiations." 

The recent interview between the King oJ 
Prussia and the Russian Czar has, no doubt, 
made Sweden ulive to the dangers ol her 
eiluatiou. She begins to perceive that Russia, 
with all her seeming quiescence, is the same 
daogerouH, ambitious neighbor of yore, and 
that what she tried tn do with Turkey she 
would essay lo compass wiih Sweden. In 
the ono case, however, lier dishonest pro- 
posals were nipped in the bud by the integ- 
rity of England ; in the oilier she would find 
in Prussia— or nt least in the King and LSis- 
mark — a party as unscrupulous ns herself. 
Hence, no doubt, lh> rumors of Sweden's 
ludden alliance with t!iu Panes. On the 
other hand, however, there still seems, despite 
tbe popular fervor, apathy in tho English 
Cabinet. Some til the members are un- 
doubtedly for vindicating the honor of the 
country, now that diplomacy has failed, by 
the force of arms, while olhcis, the majority, 
are indisposed to move in the uniiter. The 
rumor that this Litter course wu3 owing to the 
Germanic sympathies of the Queen has been 
very extensively circulated, and very gener- 
ally credited. A Paris letter on thistoficin 
the Independence says : " Ii.iron do Iieust 
was able to nssuie the Emperor Napoleon 
that the Queen ol England was most anxious 
for a solution in the Herman sense, and her 
Britannic Majesty is represented to have 
added that, in her conviction, at the decisive 
moment her Ministers would he perfectly will- 
ing to accede to it. The <2 jeen is staled to 
have said, ' Never will I consent to a war in 
favor of Denmark, and my Ministers have 
no more thought of such a thing than I have. 1 " 
So convinced had the English mind become 
of this Court influence that Earl Russell 
was obliged to rebut the reports in a speech 
in the House of Lords ou the 2(Jth of .May. 
" All I can say ia," said tho Secretary at 
War, '' and I suy it with perfect truth, that, 
however much her Majesty may huve, as 
other Princes have, their private affections — 
connected as she may bo by marriage with 
Princes who derived their birth from Ger- 
many — much as she is connected with Ger- 
man families, her Majesty's great object has 
been to maintain intact the honor, the repu- 
tation, and tho interests ol this country. 
And, however much her Majesty may desire 
that every step, whether relating to Germany 
or Denmaik, or any other subject, should be 
carefully weighed by her advisers, there has 
been no occasion nn which, when those ad- 
visors have deliberated and havo given the 
result of that deliberation to her Majesty, 
her Majesty has not wholly followed their 
counsels, and adopted tho resolutions to 
which they have come." 

This language is clear and emphatic, and 
throws the ojius of the present unsatisfactory 
state of things on tho Cabiuut. Whether 
public opinion, now thnt all hope of an ami- 
cable adjustment is gone, will assert its pow- 
er and force Her Majesty's Ministers to lake 
decisive action oue way or tho other on this 
unfortunate Danish question, remains to be 
seen; we are decidedly of opinion, howover, 
that a crisis is approaching which will test 
tho soundness of tho .nation on this great 
European wrong.
